Kids drug arrests on the 
increase across county

A TWELVE-YEAR-OLD found with cocaine was one of 56 
youngsters nicked in Bedfordshire for drug offences over a 
12-month period. 

The figures show the number of under 16 year-olds arrested 
in relation to drug crimes have more than doubled between 
2010-11. Statistics published by Bedfordshire Police, following a 
Freedom of Information request, come as a top cop claims that 
cheap heroin is now more ‘freely available’ on the streets. 

In total there were 56 drug offence arrests made in 2010/11 
for under 16s compared to 26 in 2009/10 and 48 in 2008/09. 

The highest figure recorded was for 15 year-olds possessing 
cannabis/cannabis resin (25) followed by 14 year-olds 
committing the same offence (eight). None of the offences 
involved heroin. 

The alarming data also shows that an offender aged just 12 
was picked up for the possession of cocaine last year and 
another of the same age for intent to supply class B drugs. 

Chief Inspector Rob McCaffray at Bedfordshire Police, while 
responding to concerns about drug crime, had said at a 
meeting with Bedford Borough Council on December 1 that 
while overall crime rates were falling, drug offences were on 
the increase. He told the council’s environment and 
sustainable communities committee that ‘cheap heroin was 
now more freely available’ and many burgled items were sold 
in return for supplies of the drug. 

In November, Luton on Sunday revealed that the 
number of drug seizures by the county’s police force shot-up 
by 67 per cent from 1,101 in 2009/10 to 1,837 in 2010/11. 

It meant Bedfordshire saw the highest amount of illegal 
substances confiscated by any force outside of two of the UK’s 
biggest cities which are London and Manchester. 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire Police said: “It is still 
unusual within Bedfordshire for young people under the age 
of 16 to be arrested for the possession of illegal drugs. From the 
thousands of under 16s who live within the county the report 
shows 130 arrests took place within the three-year period. 

“Bedfordshire Police is not complacent and takes the posses¬ 
sion and use of illegal drugs by anyone extremely seriously. 

“Bedfordshire is no different to any other county within 
England in terms of the availability of illegal substances. It is 
known that most acquisitive crimes such as burglary, robbery 
and motor vehicle crimes are undertaken by people who break 
the law to fund drug or alcohol dependency” 



Red card for Town bet 


A SCROOGE bookmaker 
refused to pay out on the 
winner of a football match 
bet, claiming the wager had 
been accepted ‘in error’. 

Ross Potten, of 
Smithcombe Close, 

Barton-le-clay, placed a 
festive £5 on Luton Town to 
beat Kettering 5-0, at 
Betfred in George Street, 
Luton, on December 26. 

After predicting the 
correct result, Mr Potten 
returned to the shop to 
collect his winnings, only 
to be told that his bet was 
void and he wouldn’t be 
receiving any cash. 

He said: “I was expecting 
a Christmas payout of 
around £50 as most other 
bookies were offering odds 
of 10-1 for the same bet. 

“However, I was told by 
the manager of the Betfred 
shop that the wager should 
not have been taken due to 
the problems Kettering 
Town are having with team 
selection and that apart 
from returning my stake, I 
wouldn’t be receiving any 
money. 

“He wrote ‘void’ across 
the betting slip and that 
was the end of it. I don’t 
understand how this could 


happen, surely the bet 
should not have been 
allowed to go through the 
system right from the start. 

“Even if the money was 
taken in error, the bet 
should be honoured and 
the cash paid out.” 

Mr Potten’s fiancee, Claire 
Harrington, had also 
placed money on the game, 
and was told that she 
would also receive her 
stake back as compensa¬ 
tion for the mistake. 

He said: “There must be 
others who put money on 
the game, who don’t know 
that they can claim their 
stake back as all their bets 
were declared void. 

“There is no way such a 
big company should be 
able to take money from a 
number of bets without 
realising that they aren’t 
valid.” 

After making a 
complaint, he was initially 
offered a £20 free bet gift 
voucher as compensation 
for the error. 

However, Mr Potten 
decided not to accept it as 
he didn’t want to use the 
company again. 

He said: “I have gambled

Crash officers

THE three police officers seriously 
injured in a road traffic collision while 
driving home are ‘progressing well’.

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Reprieve for dog who 
attacked little girl, 4

A DOG who caused horrific facial 
injuries to a four-year-old girl has not 
been put down as it was decided the 
animal was not dangerous. 

Jorja Caze-Ramscar was left with 
serious cuts to her eye after the family 
pet, an Alaskan Malamute called Luna, 
attacked her on December 16. 

Her mother, Karine Caze, now wants to 
warn others about how unpredictable 
the animals can be. 

Ms Caze, 36, of Britain Street, 
Dunstable, said: “I fear that this could 
happen to another child. 

“Jorja needed 20 stitches to her 
wounds and a doctor has said she may 
need to have reconstructive surgery on 
her eye in the future. 

“She has been marked and always will 
be marked as a result of this and there is 
nothing stopping it happening again.” 

The dog belonged to Jorja’s father Clive 
Ramscar and the incident took place at 
his home in Ickneild Road, Luton, where 
she spends half of her time since her 
parents split two years ago. 

Mr Ramscar, 42, said his daughter had 
been playing with the 16 month-old dog 
when she jumped on its back and it 
grabbed her face. 

He said: “I made all the relevant checks 



into the temperament of the dog prior to 
buying it as a Christmas present for my 
children. 

“I pleaded with the policeman at the 
hospital to have the animal destroyed 
but he said it would be inhumane as it 
was a puppy and an accident.” 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire Police 
said: “There are four breeds that are 
automatically branded dangerous dogs 
but the Alaskan Malamute is not one of 
them. 

“However, we were informed by the 
owner that they would be getting the 
dog put down.” The dog has now been 
rehomed.

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Raider caught by 
priests sent to jail

A BURGLAR who was over¬ 
powered by three Catholic 
priests in their pyjamas has been 
jailed for two years. 

Bradley Nelson, 28, had been 
rugby-tackled by one of the three, 
who are in their 60s, and they all 
sat on him until the police arrived 
to be confronted by what looked 
like a scene from the television 
series Father Ted. 

The fathers had befriended and 
helped Nelson, who had drink 
and drug problems, when he had 
called on them in the past, Luton 
Crown Court was told. 

Prosecutor Daniel Siong said he 
repaid their kindness by breaking 
into their home in the grounds of 
St Mary’s Church in West Street, 
Dunstable, at 1.55am on October 
9 last year. 

Two of the priests, Father Jimmy 
Shiel, 67, and Father Kieran 
Magovern, 66, had both under¬ 
gone triple heart bypass opera¬ 
tions in the past. 

But along with Indian-born 
Father Chacko Panathara, 61, 
they didn't think twice about 
tackling Nelson. 

At the time Father Magovern 
said: “He entered Jimmy’s bed¬ 



room and Jimmy woke to see this 
guy in his room. 

“The burglar ran and Jimmy 
jumped out of bed and ran after 


him. Jimmy has played a lot of 
rugby when he was younger and 
it was in the corridor that he 
floored him. It was a rugby tackle 
and the chap was taken to the 
floor.” 

As the burglar struggled to break 
free, Father Shiel got him in a vice 
like grip and held on as best he 
could to stop him escaping. 

By now Father Panathara had 
arrived on the scene to help the 
other priest. Seconds later Father 
Magovern joined in to prevent 
him making off. 

“Jimmy was on top of him and 
holding him and I got on the floor 
and had my knee in the chap’s 
back,” said Father Magovern. 

Police raced to the scene and 
promptly arrested Nelson, of 
Viceroy Court, High Street South, 
Dunstable, who pleaded guilty to 
burglary with intent. He had 21 
convictions for 47 offences. 

Defence barrister Andrew 
Corcut said Nelson “had attended 
the Parish House in the past and 
received help and feels a consid¬ 
erable degree of shame for what 
he did.” 

On Friday, December 23 Judge 
Richard Foster jailed him saying: 
“Burglary is a serious matter. 

“You breached the trust that had 
been given you by these priests.”

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Increase in town employees injured at work 


MORE than 1,100 people were 
seriously injured while at work 
in Bedfordshire last year. 

Provisional latest figures from 
the Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) report show that 80 
employees in Luton sustained 
major injuries, compared to 65 
in the previous year. 

Of the 1,123 workers to be 
injured, 328 also suffered an 
injury or ill health which 


required them to take at least 
three days off. 

Simon Longbottom, HSE’s 
operations manager in the East 
of England, said: “Hundreds of 
workers in Bedfordshire have 
had their lives changed forever 
by a major injury at work. 

“These statistics highlight why 
we need good health and safety 
in British workplaces. 

“Employers should spend their 


time tackling the real dangers 
that workers face rather than 
worrying about trivial risks or 
pointless paperwork. 

“It’s important to remember 
that we still have one of the 
lowest rates of workplace 
deaths in Europe but one death 
is still one too many. 

“I’d urge businesses to help 
cut the number of deaths this 
year.”

Budgets are always missed, 
better times never arrive and the 
second coming, or end of the 
world, always fails to materialise. 

So I am not going to predict 
anything for 2012 and suggest 
you all do the same. 

We all seem to live for what is 
going to happen, rather than 
what is happening. I am not 
saying don’t plan for anything, I 
am saying live for the present. 

Ultimately that’s all we have, 
what is happening now. 

The Euro may survive, may col¬ 
lapse and no-one can honestly 
tell which and which would be 
better. This Government may 
pull us out of the economic cri¬ 
sis or drive us deeper into it. 

Some famous people will die, 
some will just put their foot in 
their mouths and some sit and 
whinge in a jungle. 

The weather will be what the 
weather will be, which is impos¬ 
sible to predict on a daily basis. 

In my list of people who fore¬ 
cast and invariably forecast 
wrong, could be added the 
weathermen, although I have a 
bit more sympathy for them. 

We ask them to do it for us and 
they generally do it with less cer¬ 
tainty and more humility. 

And just remember it has been 
a lot worse and within living 
memory. My Grandad fought in 
the First World War and lived 
through the depression of the 
1930s. He used to joke with me 
that he had seen more days than

dinners. My dad fought in the 
Second World War, in the Far 
East, which was no picnic. He 
used to say that after walking 
through jungle for days, at 18 
years old, with bad food, dysen¬ 
tery and the risk of being picked 
off by alapanese sniper, not 
much could faze him. 

In my lifetime there have been 
right-wing dictatorships in 
Europe and left-wing dictator¬ 
ships in Europe. One of the rea¬ 
sons I gave up predicting is that 
I remember saying to the local 
Anti-Apartheid Group that it 
could be decades before Nelson 
Mandela and South Africa were 
free. I told them that in 1989. 

Wars are still happening and 
men and women still dying for 
causes I do not fully understand. 
For example one of the reasons 
we were told we are in 
Afghanistan was to track down 
Osama Bin Laden. That’s the 
Osama Bin Laden who was liv¬ 
ing in Pakistan and is now dead. 

One of the less free aspects of 
modern life is its sentimentality, 
coupled with right-wing politi¬ 
cal correctness, where challeng¬ 
ing wars is tantamount to 
attacking the armed forces and 
therefore beyond civic decency. 

I am digressing. In 12 months’ 
time, the world may look com¬ 
pletely different, or exactly the 
same. I am not saying we 
should not work to improve it 
and ourselves. I am saying that 


be, will be 

we should also cherish what we 
have and recognise what we are, 
good and bad. So while living for 
the present I shall also try to be 
kinder to Royalists, believers in 
God, accountants (especially at 
my bank) and politicians. 

And remember the words of 
Rudyard Kipling, who would 
not normally be on my 
Christmas card list: ‘If you can 
meet with Triumph and 
Disaster And treat those two 
impostors just the same,’ you 
might just get through it.

heavily criticised recently 
is Mekeeda Austin, for 
her joke letter to Santa. She has 
been described as selfish and of 
spoiling the fun of Christmas. 

I think lots of people are suf¬ 
fering a humour bypass and 
failing to see that teenage 
humour is sometimes a bit 
drastic. Teenage cruel jokes 
shock. One writer also said her 
suggestion of cooking the rein¬ 
deer and dishing them up as 
dinner for the homeless is not 
in the spirit of Christmas. In fact 
such a suggestion, were turkeys 
swapped for reindeer, could 
exactly be in the spirit of 
Christmas. It’s just that reindeer, 
like dolphins, and unlike 
turkeys and tuna, come in the 
category of cuddly animals. 

So a Happy New Year to all 
teenagers - and everyone else. 
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It’s what we do"

MARCH 


A LUTON & Dunstable Hospital 
worker was arrested over allegations 
of ‘serious sexual offences against 
patients’ recovering from strokes, we 
revealed. Later in the year, health¬ 
care assistant Ameet Mohabeer was 
charged with 13 counts of sexual 
assaulting male patients at the hos¬ 
pital, and four counts of causing or 
inciting a person with a mental dis¬ 
order or learning disability to engage 
in sexual activity. He pleaded not 
guilty to all of the charges at St 
Albans Crown Court except one of 
sexual assault, to which he entered 
no plea. He died in September 2011. 

A DISABLED man who waited 
almost a decade to have a down¬ 
stairs toilet fitted in his home was 
forced to move into his late moth¬ 
er’s home - and claimed he was 



then told he could be making him¬ 
self homeless. Steve Chiocca (pic¬ 
tured below centre), who lived in his 
council house in Cavendish Road, 
Luton, was told by South Anglia 
Housing Association (which owned 
Mr Chiocca’s mother’s home) he 
could only stay there until he had 
got his mother’s possessions in 
order. 

A MAN was found guilty of making 
more than 100 nuisance calls to 
police because he believed they had 
given him a bad reference on his 
British citizenship application. 
Mohammed Bashir, of Selbourne 
Road, Luton, was sentenced to 12 
weeks in custody suspended for six 
months after being found guilty of 
four charges under the 
Telecommunications Act 2003. 

WE revealed that Luton Town FC 
had not paid any rent on its 
Kenilworth Road stadium since 
selling it to Luton Borough Council 
for £3.25m in 1989. Luton on 
Sunday blocked the council’s 
efforts to prevent the revelations 
from coming into the public 
domain after its decision to refuse 
our Freedom of Information Act 
request was overturned by the 
Information Commissioner 
watchdog. 

APRIL 


BULLETS, grenade parts, shell cas¬ 
ings and a live mortar were found at 
an apparent unknown and poten¬ 
tially hazardous Second World War 
weapons testing area. Bomb dispos¬ 
al experts carried out a controlled 
explosion after teenagers Sean Ives, 
Ben Seaton and Kieran Willis stum¬ 



bled across the device at farmland in 
Sundon Hills, Luton (pictured above). 


LUTON & Dunstable Hospital 
announced it would perform a 
U-turn on its smoking policy and 
fork out £10,000 on special ‘shelter¬ 
s’ for puffers - four years after ban¬ 
ning it on its grounds. 

TWENTY-TWO Luton fraudsters 
were convicted in one of the largest 
car insurance scam rings ever seen. 
In total 40 people were involved in 
the £5.3m ‘cash for crash’ swindle, 
which was brought down following a 
five-year police investigation. 

PRIME Minister David Cameron 
hailed Luton-based Vauxhall as one 
of Britain’s big success stories on a 
visit to the Kimpton Road plant, 
whose future had been in doubt the 
previous couple of years.

JUNE 


A MOTHER of four was found guilty 
of telling police her husband’s 
second wife was carrying a bomb 
into Heathrow Airport. 

Salma Nasir, of Chaul End Village, 
Caddington, also said the woman 
had been involved in the 7/7 bomb¬ 
ings after claiming she had received 
a string of anonymous phone calls. 

WE revealed that a cabbie was 
legally driving passengers around 
despite having 21 previous convic¬ 
tions. A Freedom of Information 
Act also revealed that 44 
taxi/private hire/Hackney Carriage 
drivers in Luton held licences 
despite having committed a stag¬ 
gering 151 crimes between them. 


JULY 


PUBLIC authorities were found to 
have missed chances to protect 
highly vulnerable Michael Gilbert 
(pictured left) - whose headless body 
was found dismembered in the Blue 
Lagoon. Three police investigations 
were ‘flawed due to misinformation 
failures in communication and 
human error’, preventing the mur¬ 
dered Luton man from getting the 
vital help he needed.

The winner of the city 
status competition will be 
announced in February. 

THREE children and a woman suf¬ 
fered serious burns after a barbecue 
exploded into a ball of fire. The six to 
11 year olds sustained 15 to 20 per 
cent burns to their arms in a field in 
Ashcroft Way, Luton. 

AUGUST 


THREE men pleaded guilty to an 
elaborate bomb plot which extract¬ 
ed £160,000 from a bank and 
brought a town centre to a standstill. 
Muhammad Qasim Salam, Imran 
Khalifa and Faizan Rehman, all from 
Luton, all admitted their parts in a 
robbery which led to a three-and-a- 
half hour siege in Watford in June. 

AN inner ring road for traffic- 
stricken Luton moved a step closer 
when Luton Borough Council 


formally asked the Government for 
funding towards it. The much need¬ 
ed Luton Town Centre Transport 
Scheme has an estimated £24m 
cost and involves a new road to 
reduce car congestion, possibly to 
be completed in 2014. 

CHEMICAL containers had to be 
removed from a burning garage by 
firefighters to prevent a potential 
Luton town centre explosion. 
Cylinders were feared to be ‘danger¬ 
ous’ when the Unimotor building in 
Taylor Street, Luton, went up in 
flames after sparks ignited materials 
on the site.

NOVEMBER 


AN INTERNAL investigation was to 
be launched into the case of L&D 
stroke unit patients who were 
allegedly sexually assaulted by a 
nursing staff member. 

The hospital announced it would 
undertake a Patient Protection 
Review of events surrounding 
healthcare assistant Ameet 
Mohabeer, who denied assaulting 14 
male patients under his care before 
his death in September. 


NEARLY £700,000 was paid out by 
Luton Borough Council in bonuses 
to keep staff in their jobs since 
April - while at the same time pay¬ 
ing out fortunes to make hundreds 
of others redundant. 

A PROTESTER was arrested at Luton 
Airport on suspicion of outraging 
public decency after stripping naked 
and delivering a six minute rant. 

The unnamed man, believed to be 
Eastern European, stunned waiting 
passengers by pouring milk over his 
head and launching a tirade at the 
check-in desk area. 

MORE than 40,000 cannabis plants 
were seized across Bedfordshire 
last year - the highest amount in 
the country outside a city - despite 
the county’s police force being the 
UK’s smallest. 

BODIES of dead patients were being 
pushed through the L&D’s reception 


area on trolleys because there was 
no other route to the mortuary, it 
was revealed. 

DECEMBER 


THE family of a war hero who died 
in army uniform were told they 
wouldn’t be awarded the Elizabeth 
Cross as he wasn’t on a ‘medal¬ 
earning operation’. Relatives of 
Private Scott Mugridge, 20, of Cades 
Lane, Luton, who died from injuries 
suffered when thrown from an 
overturning tank during a live fire 
training simulation, were incensed 
at the snub. 

COURAGEOUS Courtney Walsh was 
honoured for her bravery at a cere¬ 
mony celebrating Luton’s Best 2011, 
sponsored by Luton on Sunday and 
sister paper Luton & Dunstable 
Express. The year nine student at 
Stopsley High School won the Child 
of Courage category - one of 16 
unsung heroes whose efforts were 
recognised at the event, held at 
Luton Hoo. (See centre picture). 

FORMER Luton South MP Margaret 
Moran was too mentally ill to plead 
to allegations she fiddled her expens¬ 
es by £80,000, a court heard. The 
56-year-old is alleged to have made 
several dubious claims including 
£22,500 to treat dry rot at a home in 
Southampton, more than 100 miles 
from her constituency. April 18, 2012 
has been set aside as a date for a 
possible trial. 

AROUND 40 employees face 
redundancy this year as 
Bedfordshire Police struggled to 
save £19m, it was announced. A 
total of 80 staff were sent letters 
telling them their jobs were at risk.

A CITY COUNCIL is set to over¬ 
haul its handling of big business 
deals after one of its former top 
bosses backed an IT deal, later 
axed, that cost taxpayers £7 
million. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
chief executive Richard Carr 
(pictured) was part of a discus¬ 
sion at Wolverhampton City 
Council (where he had 
commanded a similar position) 
to explain his role in a scrapped 
£68m computer system. 

The facility was due to save 
Midlands residents £126.6m over 
ten years but it was eventually 
scrapped when a new council 
came in in 2009 with taxpayers 


footing a £7m compensation bill 
from the IT firm. 

A report published earlier this 
month highlighted a series of 
recommendations since the 
contract and will now see the 
council adopt a blueprint when 
dealing with large-scale projects. 

Mr Carr claimed Central 
Bedfordshire Council bosses 
knew of the issue when he took 
up his role in 2009. 

He said: “Having recommended 
that this review took place, I was 
pleased to contribute to the 
exercise, together with more than 
30 other colleagues. 

“I’m sure the sensible recom¬ 
mendations of Patricia Hughes 
and Robert Coomber will be help¬ 
ful to Wolverhampton City 
Council.”

No bids for Amari 

Transfer window doesn’t scare Brabin

GARY Brabin is not concerned 
about clubs from higher divisions 
coming in for some of Luton 
Town’s brightest prospects during 
the January transfer window. 

Striker Amari Morgan-Smith 
(pictured), who is the Hatters’ lead¬ 
ing goal scorer with nine so far this 
season, is one of those that has 
been linked with a move to a 
Championship side. 

The England C international’s 
recent hamstring injury, which 
looks set to keep him out for 
another two weeks, could scupper 
any potential move. 

Brabin also confirmed there have 
been no “firm offers” for any of his 
players, and he sees the interest as 
a compliment to the club. 

“I think if anyone comes in for 
Amari they would have to do their 
negotiations with our physio at the 
moment,” he joked, adding: “You 
can’t be afraid of that. When there 
are clubs interested in your players 
then that’s always a good, healthy 
situation. 

“We have a lot of scouts coming 
to our games and that bodes well. 
We’ve got a lot of good, young tal¬ 
ented players and they are an asset 
to the club, and there is always 
going to be interest. 

“But we’re not a selling club, our 
ambition is to get promoted and 
we want to produce players. 

“That is not to say that every one 
of them won’t move on for money, 
but that’s part of the success of 
producing players. 

“If there is interest then we are 
certainly not scared of other clubs 
looking at our players because we 
are in a good, healthy situation.” 

The emergence of one of those 
youngsters, Adam Watkins, led to 
Luton not bidding for Newport 
County’s Danny Rose, who will 
now join Fleetwood Town. 


Brabin admitted he did consider 
going in for the midfielder, but the 
recent form shown by Watkins was 
the deciding factor in not making 
an approach. 

The Luton boss said: “There was 
an interest, but not enough. We’ve 
also had the emergence of Adam 
Watkins and we’d like to see his 
development. 

“I know I’ve probably frustrated 
people at times with the way I have 
managed that, but that’s all in the 
interests of the club. 


“He’s getting better and fitter with 
each game, training session and 
each week. 

“He’s at a stage now where it 
would probably be unnecessary to 
get someone else in the same posi¬ 
tion as Adam when he is producing 
the form that he is. 

“That’s not to say we don’t need 
someone to challenge Adam, but 
at the same time we don’t want 
someone to cement the place and 
that’s it, and that’s the case with 
some of the players we had identi¬ 


fied. We’ve got a lot of faith in 
Adam and it has got to be fair that 
if we bring someone in they have 
to complement each other.” 

A move for Andy Drury, who left 
for Ipswich Town last January, is 
not yet off the cards either after he 
returned to Portman Road from his 
loan spell at Crawley Town. 

However, Brabin believes that he 
has returned to the Tractor Boys as 
manager Paul Jewell once again 
has the winger in consideration for 
a first team role. 


Poppies will not 
play dead again, 
warns O’Connor

AARON O’Connor has urged his team-mates 
to be wary of a Kettering backlash when 
Luton visit them today [3pm]. 

The former Rushden & Diamonds captain 
scored in the Hatters’ 5-0 rout of the 
Poppies on Boxing Day but as the two teams 
prepare to face off again for the second time 
in a week he isn’t banking on a similar 
whitewash. 

“If I was one of their players, and the kind of 
person I am, I’d be saying to myself, ‘there’s 
no way they are doing that to me and 
embarrassing me again’,” said O’Connor. 

“We can’t take it lightly and think that 
because we beat them 5-0 they are going to 
sit down and roll over at their place because 
they won’t. 

“I think it can only benefit them. We know 
what we are capable of but they’ll be a lot 
more aware of our players and the things 
we’ll do. Their manager will study the video 
and he should work on things in training. 

“They’ll be more tuned in, so we’ve got to 
expect that. 

“They are at home as well, so will come out 
a little more offensive minded. 

“But if we work hard, and with the quality 
we’ve got, there is no reason why we can’t 
get another good result.” 

The clash will be the first time O’Connor has 
returned to Nene Park - now the home of 
Kettering but once his old stomping ground 
before Diamonds went to the wall in the 
summer. 

He said: “It might be a little bit strange but it 
won’t be too bad because there won’t be any 
Rushden fans and won’t be like I’m playing 
against them. It will be nice to go back there - 
I’ve got some good memories. Hopefully we 
can get some momentum and kick on.”
